Reach Senate Floor 


Bills for federal aid education and federal 
grants for school health services were simultaneously 
reported the Senate with strong bipartisan support 
last 

Aid Education 

The aid education bill similar one considered 
the Eightieth Congress. Under its terms, federal 
annual grants would vary from per child the high- 
income states, about $29 per child the lowest- 
income states. Within individual state, the neediest 
school districts would have prior claim federal aid 
help them achieve minimum education program 
such can provided average annual current 
expenditure not less than $55 per pupil average 
daily attendance. 

The bill specifically prohibits any federal agency 
officer from exercising any direction, supervision, 
control over any school, educational agency, insti- 
tution with reference expenditures under terms 
the legislation.

Twenty-nine states and the Territory Hawaii 
have premarital examination laws comparable Cali- 
fornia’s and certificates from any these areas are 
acceptable this State prerequisie for the issuance 
marriage license. 

The states are: Alabama, Colorado, Connecticut, 
Delaware, Florida, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas, Kentucky, Maine, Michigan, Nebraska, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New York (including New 
York City), North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, South Dakota, Tennessee, 
Utah, Vermont, West Virginia, Wyoming, and the 
Territory Hawaii. 


addition, male applicants with certificates from 
the State Wisconsin are eligible for marriage licenses 
California, although certificates from Wisconsin 
issued females cannot accepted here. 

Five other states have some type premarital 
examination laws. They are not comparable Califor- 
nia’s, however, and health certificates issued them 
are unacceptable this State. The five are: Massachu- 
setts, Missouri, Montana, North Carolina, and Virginia.
